PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  164, 
subsection  (1)  (a),  of  the  “  Placer-mining 
Act,”  being  chapter  169,  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1924,”  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  1177, 
approved  on  the  15th  day  of  October,  1936,  has 


been  pleased  to  order  that  the  cost  of  electrical 
prospecting  or  geophysical  surveying  be 
allowed  as  development-work  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  sections 
110  and  110a  of  the  said  “  Placer-mining  Act,”

Scheme  to  regulate  the  Marketing  of  Milk 
and  Products  processed  or  manufactured 

WHOLLY  OR  CHIEFLY  FROM  MlLK  AND  PRO¬ 
DUCED  in  a  Described  Area  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  British  Columbia. 

1.  The  scheme  shall  be  known  as  the  “  Milk 
Marketing  Scheme  of  the  Lower  Mainland  of 
British  Columbia.” 

Interpretation. 

2.  In  this  scheme,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

(a.)  The  “Act”  means  “Natural  Products 
Marketing  (British  Columbia)  Act,” 
chapter  38,  Statutes  of  British  Colum¬ 
bia,  1934,  and  chapter  74,  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1936,  and  any  amend¬ 
ments  thereto : 

(b.)  “Area  to  which  the  scheme  relates” 
means  those  portions  of  the  New  West¬ 
minster  and  Yale  Land  Districts,  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  known  as 
the  T.B.  Free ’  Restricted  Area ”  as  set 
forth  in  Order  in  Council  dated  the  15th 
day  of  February,  1926,  and  published 
in  Volume  59  of  the  Canada  Gazette  at 
page  2377,  and  therein  described  as 
follows:  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the 
easterly  boundary  of  the  Dominion 
Government  Railway  Belt  where  it  is 
intersected  by  the  northerly  boundary 
of  Township  11,  Range  23;  thence  west 
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along  the  north  boundaries  of  Township 
11,  Ranges  23  to  30,  inclusive,  west  of 
6th  meridian,  to  the  west  boundary  of 
the  Railway  Belt;  thence  southerly  and 
westerly  following  the  westerly  and 
northerly  boundaries  of  the  Railway 
Belt  to  the  north-west  corner  of  the 
Railway  Belt;  thence  west  to  the  shore 
of  Howe  Sound;  thence  southerly 
through  Howe  Sound  and  passing  to  the 
east  of  all  the  islands  in  the  said  Sound 
to  the  Gulf  of  Georgia;  thence  through 
said  Gulf  of  Georgia  to  the  Inter¬ 
national  Boundary;  thence  easterly 
along  the  International  Boundary  to  the 
point  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  east¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  Dominion  Govern¬ 
ment  Railway  Belt;  thence  northerly 
along  said  easterly  boundary  of  said 
Railway  Belt  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment  : 

(c.)  “Dealer”  includes  a  person,  firm,  or 
corporation  purchasing  milk  for  resale: 
( d .)  “Manufactured  product”  means  a  prod¬ 
uct  processed  or  manufactured  wholly 
or  chiefly  from  milk: 

( e .)  “  Marketing  ”  includes  buying  and  sell¬ 
ing,  shipping  for  sale  or  storage,  and 
offering  for  sale,  and  the  transportation 
of  the  regulated  product  in  any  manner 
by  any  person : 

(/.)  “Marketing  Board”  means  the  Lower 
Mainland  Dairy  Products  Board  author¬ 
ized  to  administer  this  scheme : 

(g.)  “Milch  cow”  means  a  cow  kept  for 
milking  purposes,  but  does  not  include 
a  heifer  which  has  never  calved : 

(A.)  “  Milk”  means  cow’s  milk  and  shall  in¬ 
clude  cream: 

(i.)  “  Minister  ”  means  the  Minister  of  Agri¬ 
culture  for  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia : 

(j.)  “  Producer  ”  means  a  person  producing 
within  the  area  to  which  the  scheme 
relates  milk  for  sale  in  fluid  form  or  for 
manufacturing  purposes : 

(k.)  “  Producer  vendor  ”  means  a  producer 
who  is  legally  qualified  to  bottle,  sell, 
and  distribute  his  own  milk  to  con¬ 
sumers  : 

(/.)  “Provincial  Board”  means  the  British 
Columbia  Marketing  Board: 

(m.)  “  Registered  ”  means  registered  under 
this  scheme,  and  “  registration  ”  shall 
be  construed  accordingly: 

(n.)  “Regulated  product”  means  milk  or 
manufactured  products  as  defined 
herein : 

(o.)  “Shipper”  includes  a  group  of  pro¬ 
ducers  joined  in  corporate  form: 

(p.)  “Vehicle”  includes  any  motor-vehicle, 
wagon,  railway-car,  ship,  boat,  or  other 
thing  in  or  on  which  the  regulated  prod¬ 
uct  can  be  transported : 

(g.)  Wherever  the  masculine  or  singular  is 
used,  the  same  shall  be  construed  as 
meaning  the  feminine  or  plural  where 
the  context  so  requires;  and  wherever 
the  word  “  person  ”  is  used  it  shall  be 
construed  as  meaning  and  including 
any  person,  partnership,  firm,  or  cor¬ 
poration,  or  any  person  authorized  in 
writing  by  a  partnership,  firm,  or  cor¬ 
poration  to  act  on  their  behalf. 

Application. 

3.  This  scheme  shall  apply  to  all  persons 
producing,  processing,  manufacturing,  or  mar¬ 
keting  the  regulated  product  in  the  area  to 
which  the  scheme  relates. 

Purpose. 

4.  The  purpose  and  intent  of  the  scheme  is 
to  provide  for  the  effective  regulation  and  con¬ 
trol  in  any  respect  or  in  all  respects  of  the 
marketing  of  the  regulated  product  within  the 
area  to  which  the  scheme  relates,  including  the 
prohibiting  of  such  marketing  in  whole  or  in 
part. 


Constitution  and  Election  of  Marketing 
Board. 

5.  There  shall  be  a  Marketing  Board  named 
the  “  Lower  Mainland  Dairy  Products  Board,” 
and  it  shall  have  authority  to  administer  this 
scheme. 

6.  The  Marketing  Board  shall  consist  of  three 
members. 

7.  The  Marketing  Board,  up  to  and  including 
the  31st  day  of  March,  1937,  shall  consist  of: 
Messrs.  William  J.  Park,  Pitt  Meadows,  B.C.; 
William  T.  McArthur,  Pitt  Meadows,  B.C.;  and 
Thomas  M.  Edwards,  Chilliwack,  B.C. 

8.  All  subsequent  Marketing  Boards  shall  be 
constituted  in  the  following  manner: — 

(a.)  One  member  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Minister  and  two  shall  be  elected  by 
registered  producers,  and  all  three 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  as  of 
the  1st  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  ap¬ 
pointment.  Members  shall  hold  office 
for  a  period  of  one  year  and  shall  be 
eligible  for  reappointment  or  re-elec¬ 
tion  : 

(6.)  An  election  of  two  member’s  of  the  Mar¬ 
keting  Board  shall  be  held  not  later 
than  March  15th,  1937,  and  not  later 
than  March  15th  in  each  year  there¬ 
after  : 

(c.)  The  Marketing  Board  shall  make  all  ar¬ 
rangements  for  conducting  the  election, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Provin¬ 
cial  Board,  and  shall  fix  a  date  for 
nominations  and  fix  a  date  for  election. 
At  least  ten  days’  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  for  receiving  nominations  shall  be 
given  by  mail  to  each  registered  pro¬ 
ducer,  accompanied  by  a  nomination 
form : 

(d.)  Nominations  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  be  signed  by  at  least  two  regis¬ 
tered  producers  and  the  nominee,  and 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Marketing- 
Board  not  later  than  the  date  fixed  for 
receiving  nominations : 

(e.)  In  the  event  of  not  more  than  two  candi¬ 
dates  being  nominated  within  the  period 
fixed  for  receiving  nominations,  the  two 
nominated  shall  be  declared  by  the  Mar¬ 
keting  Board  to  be  elected  by  acclama¬ 
tion.  In  the  event  of  more  than  two 
candidates  being  nominated,  the  Mar¬ 
keting  Board  shall  forward  by  mail  to 
each  registered  producer  at  least  four¬ 
teen  days’  notice  of  time  and  places  of 
election :  Provided  that  the  date  of  elec¬ 
tion  shall  be  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
and  not  more  than  twenty  days  after 
the  date  fixed  for  receiving  nomina¬ 
tions  : 

(/.)  All  voting  shall  be  by  ballot  and  must 
be  done  in  person,  and  each  person  vot¬ 
ing  must  vote  for  two  candidates,  no 
more  and  no  less,  otherwise  the  ballot 
shall  be  deemed  a  spoiled  ballot,  and  the 
two  candidates  receiving  the  two  high¬ 
est  number  of  votes  cast  at  the  election 
shall  be  declared  elected: 

(g.)  A  producer  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
received  any  notice  under  this  section 
on  the  date  on  which  he  would  have 
received  the  notice  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  mailing.  Failure  to  receive 
a  nomination-paper  or  notice  of  a  nom¬ 
ination  or  notice  of  an  election  shall  not 
invalidate  an  election. 

9.  l’he  head  office  of  the  Marketing  Board 
shall  be  in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  B.C. 

10.  The  Marketing  Board  shall  have  power 
within  the  area  to  which  the  scheme  relates  to 
regulate  and  control  in  any  respect  or  in  all 
i  espects  the  marketing  of  the  regulated  prod¬ 
uct,  including  the  prohibiting  of  such  market¬ 
ing  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  without  limiting  the 
genei  ality  thereof  shall  have  the  following- 
powers  : — 
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(a.)  To  regulate  the  time  and  place  at  which 
and  to  designate  the  agency  through 
which  the  regulated  product  shall  be 
marketed;  to  determine  the  manner  of 
distribution,  the  quantity  and  quality, 
grade  or  class  of  the  regulated  product 
that  shall  be  marketed  by  any  person  at 
any  time,  and  to  prohibit  the  marketing 
of  any  grade,  quality,  or  class  of  the 
regulated  product: 

(b.)  To  determine  from  time  to  time  the 
quantity,  quality,  grade,  or  class  of  the 
regulated  product  which  producers  or 
any  particular  producer  or  group  of 
producers  shall  market  on  the  fluid, 
manufactured,  surplus,  or  any  other 
available  market: 

(c.)  To  prohibit  the  marketing  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  except  through  the  agency 
or  agencies  designated : 

(cl.)  To  authorize  any  agency  to  purchase 
the  regulated  product  marketed  through 
it  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  such  regulated  product 
otherwise  than  to  such  agency: 

( e .)  To  prescribe,  regulate,  and  control  the 
duties,  rights,  and  operations  of  an 
agency  or  a  shipper: 

(/.)  To  prohibit  an  agency  or  shipper  from 
exercising  undue  discrimination  against 
any  producer  or  dealer: 

( g .)  To  fix  the  price  or  prices,  maximum 
price  or  prices,  minimum  price  or 
prices,  or  both  maximum  and  minimum 
prices  at  which  the  regulated  product 
or  any  grade  or  class  thereof  may  be 
sold  in  the  area  to  which  the  scheme 
relates,  and  may  fix  different  prices  for 
different  sections  of  the  said  area: 

( h .)  To  require  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
production  of  milk  within  the  area  to 
which  the  scheme  relates  to  affiliate 
with  a  shipper  licensed  by  the  Board: 

( i .)  To  require  all  persons  engaged  in  the 
production  of  milk  within  the  area  to 
which  the  scheme  relates  to  ship  and 
market  the  regulated  product  through 
a  shipper  licensed  by  the  Board: 

( j .)  To  require  any  or  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  production,  processing,  manufac¬ 
turing,  or  marketing  of  the  regulated 
product  to  register  with  and  obtain  li¬ 
cences  from  the  Board: 

(k.)  To  fix  and  collect  annual,  quarterly,  or 
monthly  licence  fees  from  any  or  all 
persons  producing,  processing,  manu¬ 
facturing,  or  marketing  the  regulated 
product;  and  for  this  purpose  to 
classify  such  persons  into  groups,  and 
fix  the  licence  fees  payable  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  different  groups  in  different 
amounts : 

(/.)  To  cancel  any  licence  for  violation  of 
any  provisions  of  the  scheme,  or  of  any 
order  of  the  Marketing  Board,  or  of  the 
regulations : 

(m.)  To  cancel  the  registration  and  licence  of 
any  producer  who  for  a  period  of  three 
consecutive  months  fails  to  ship  milk 
for  sale:  Provided  that  such  cancella¬ 
tion  shall  not  prevent  the  person  whose 
licence  has  been  cancelled  from  apply¬ 
ing  for  reregistration : 

( n .)  To  require  full  information  relating  to 
the  production,  processing,  and  market¬ 
ing  of  the  regulated  product  from  all 
persons  engaged  therein;  and  to  require 
periodic  returns  to  be  made  by  such  per¬ 
sons,  and  to  inspect  the  books  and  prem¬ 
ises  of  such  persons : 

(o.)  To  require  the  person  in  charge  of  any 
vehicle  in  which  the  regulated  product 
could  be  transported  to  permit  any 
member  or  employee  of  the  Board  to 
search  the  vehicle: 

(p.)  To  seize  and  dispose  of  any  of  the  regu¬ 
lated  product  kept,  transported,  or  mar¬ 


keted  in  violation  of  any  order  of  the 
Board : 

((/.)  To  borrow,  raise,  or  secure  the  payment 
of  money  in  such  manner  as  the  Board 
may  think  fit  for  the  purpose  of  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  objects  of  the  scheme,  but 
at  no  time  shall  the  aggregate  financial 
obligation  of  the  Board  incurred  by 
borrowing  exceed  $15,000: 

(r.)  To  hypothecate,  assign,  draw,  make, 
sign,  endorse,  discount,  and  issue  bills 
of  exchange,  cheques,  and  other  negoti¬ 
able  and  transferable  instruments: 

(s.)  To  expend  the  funds  of  the  Board  in  any 
manner  for  the  proper  operation  of  the 
scheme : 

(t.)  To  pay  the  preliminary  and  organiza¬ 
tion  expenses  in  connection  with  the 
establishing  of  the  scheme: 

(«.)  To  pay  the  operating  and  necessary 
expenses  of  the  Board : 

( v .)  To  exempt  from  any  determination  or 
order  any  person  or  class  of  persons 
engaged  in  the  production,  processing, 
manufacturing,  or  marketing  of  the 
regulated  product  or  any  class,  variety, 
or  grade  of  such  product: 

( w .)  To  make  such  orders,  rules,  and  regula¬ 
tions  as  are  deemed  by  the  Board  neces¬ 
sary  or  advisable  to  regulate  effectively 
the  marketing  of  the  regulated  product, 
and  to  amend  or  revoke  the  same. 

11.  No  member  of  the  Mai'keting  Board  act¬ 
ing  in  good  faith  shall  be  personally  liable  for 
any  acts  of  the  Marketing  Board  or  of  the 
members  thereof  acting  as  such. 

12.  The  Marketing  Board  shall  cause  to  be 
kept  at  its  head  office  a  register  known  as  the 
“  Register  of  Producers,”  in  which  the  names, 
addresses,  and  occupations  of  all  producers 
registered  shall  be  entered,  and  the  Marketing 
Board  shall  revise  the  said  register  from  time 
to  time. 

13.  No  act,  order,  or  regulation  of  the  Mar¬ 

keting  Board  shall  be  held  or  deemed  to  be 
invalid,  nor  shall  any  act  of  the  Marketing 
Board  be  restrained  by  injunction  or  otherwise, 
by  reason  only  of  any  irregularity  or  defect  in 
the  election  or  appointment  of  the  Marketing 
Board  or  any  member  thereof,  or  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Marketing  Board,  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Judge  or  Court  or  other  tribunal 
before  whom  the  matter  may  come  for  consider¬ 
ation,  there  has  been  a  substantial  compliance 
with  the  provisions  governing  the  election  or 
appointment  of  the  Marketing  Board  or  gov¬ 
erning  such  proceedings,  notwithstanding  such 
irregularity  or  defect.

All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.
